Miss Alma Odear, of East Seventh 
«treet, an estimable lady, whose sick­ 
ness has been watched with sympa 
thetic interest by the people of Rush- 
vilie, passed away Thursday evening, 
a t 
7 
o’clock. 
Miss 
Odear was a 
daughter of Oapt. 
Pressley D. and 
Jennie Odear, and]was born in Mason, 
Effingham county, Illinois 
The sur­ 
viving memers of the family are two 
sisters and one brother—Mrs. Laura 
Payne, 
of Jefferson, 
K a nsa s; Mrs. 
Jen n ie Bigham, of this city ; and Edgar 
Odear, of Lexington, Ky. 
In 1876, the family removed to In ­ 
dianapolis, where 
Alma 
graduated 
from Miss Blaker’s kindergarten nor­ 
mal training school in 1882, and then 
spent the following years teaching iu 
the free kindergarten of that city. 
The family came to Rushville in 1884, 
and she opened a kindergarten school 
in the north house in Guffin Row in 
Morgna street. 
This she successfully 
conducted until January, 
1886, when 
she was offered and accepted the posi­ 
tion of first primary teacher in the 
Third ward 
school 
building. 
And 
here she entered upon what was to be 
her 
beautiful life 
work. 
In 1903, 
there being a lack of room in that 
building, she erected one at 309 East 
Seventh street, and taught her classes 
in it for the next four years. 
Her health, which had long been 
delicate, broke down in May, 
1907. 
and, turning over her school work to 
her niece, 
Miss Nellie Bigham, she 
went to Southern Kansas for a rest. 
The school board re-elected her to her 
•old position, but she was never able 
to take up 
her 
work again. 
Her 
health continning to decline, she was 
taken to Denver, Colorado, last fall 
by Mrs. 
Payne. 
Abont four weeks 
•ago, the end seeming inevitable, she 
was brought 
to Rushville by Mrs. 
Bigham that the laRt days might be 
spent 
amid 
the familiar scenes of 
home. 
Miss Odear was an unnsual character. 
She possessed a bright mind, a wit 
which sparkied but never wounded, 
and gentle, refined and manners. 
In 
her frail body was aconstannt indom­ 
itable 
spirit which enabled her to 
do l . work that 
compelled respect, 
«challenged admiration and won for her 
.the love of this entire commnniy. 
In 
the last twenty^yi ars she has been the 
teacher of more 
than twelve 
hun 
dred little 
children in the 
public 
schools, besides hundreds in the Sab­ 
bath school of the Presbyterian church, 
of which she was a devoted and valu­ 
able member. 
These littlG ones, in 
her wise and gentle manner, she has 
eranestly guided in the right way of 
life. 
In the great hereafter there will 
be many 
to shine as 
stars 
in her 
crown. 
Her gentle spiiit has entered 
into the eternal ^rest, but her work 
will abide. 
jiThe funeral services will be held at 
the First Presbyterian church Sunday 
afternoon at 2 :4 5 conducted by the 
pastor, Rev. J . F. Cowling. 
Burial 
will occur at East Hill cemetery.

Indianapolis, Dec. 6.— Albert Carter, 
an ex-slave, residing in Hamilton coun­ 
ty, has sued the Claypool Hotel com­ 
pany for $100 because he was not per­ 
mitted to ride on its passenger eleva­ 
tor. 
Carter wanted to attend a meet­ 
ing of the Prohibitionist state commit­ 
tee, but was barred from riding in the 
passenger elevator with the white del­ 
egates. 
Some of the Prohibitionist leaders 
finally smuggled him into an elevator, 
so that he was able to attend the meet­ 
ing. 
Carter declares that he made an 
orderly attempt to ride on the eleva­ 
tor and that he was much humiliated 
by the incident. 
A portion of the Prohibitionist com­ 
mittee adopted a resolution criticising 
the hotel management for its attitude 
toward Carter, but Henry W. Law­ 
rence, proprietor of the company, says 
that Dr. Homer Hall of Franklin, who 
presided during the state committee 
meeting, informed him that the com­ 
mittee as a whole had not taken any 
action in the matter.

that the convention should not go west 
of the Mississippi, and they seem to 
have centered upon Chicago as the

A number of those who take 
that view held a conference yesterday 
afternoon and reached the conclusion 
that a majority of the committee are 
really favorable to Chicago and that 
that city could secure the convention 
if it would definitely pledge a sufficient 
sum to pay expenses.

man Lowden of Illinois and Chairman 
New, in which assurance is given that 
expenses will be*met. This is not con­ 
sidered sufficiently definite, however, 
and at the meeting the friends of Chi­ 
co go put themselves in communication 
with representative business men and 
politicians in that city with a view to 
enthusing them to the point of procur­ 
ing a subscription which will guaran­ 
tee a sum of not less than $50,000 nor 
more than $55,000.

hank, said that the Indianapolis banks 
have passed through the present finan­ 
cial crisis in splendid shape. 
The de­ 
posits of the country banks with the 
India na polis. banks 
have 
decreased 
from 10 per cent in some banks to 30 
in others. 
The individual deposits, 
however, show very slight shrinkage, 
comparatively. 
In some banks the 
shrinkage of individual deposits is 
hardly noticeable, and in none of them 
is it serious. All the banks here have 
a reserve more than sufficient to meet 
the legal requirements. 
The dcrease 
in the reserve compared with August 
is not very material. 
Mr. Eitel said 
that many banks throughout the state 
are overloaded with money. 
Some of 
them have nearly twice as great a re­ 
serve as ever before, and they are be­ 
ginning to ship currency to their In­ 
dianapolis agents. 
As soon as condi­ 
tions 
become normal 
an 
enormous 
amount of money now held by the 
country banks will be shipped to their 
agents here. Mr. Eitel said that finan­ 
cial conditions in Indiana were never 
better so far as the banks are con­ 
cerned.

Text of the Lesson, Ruth i, 14-22— Mem­ 
ory Verses, 16, 17— Golden Text, Ruth 
i, 16— Commentary Prepared by Rev.

A beautiful story of the days of the 
Judges, when there was so much re­ 
bellion against God and when for a 
time “ every man did right in his own 
eyes” (Judg. xvii, 0; xxi, 25). 
Through 
all God had Ilis Otbniel and Gideon 
and Barak and Jepbtba and others and 
was quietly and surely working out 
His eternal purpose. 
The last word in 
this book, David, tells us one reason 
why the book was written. 
The first 
and last titfes of Christ in the New 
Testament associate Him with David 
(Matt, i, 1; Rev. xxii, 16), the name 
used more than any other in the 
Scriptures and whose throne is yet to 
give worldwide blessing. 
The clos­ 
ing verses of the hook inform us as to 
his ancestry for several generations 
and that Ruth of our story was his 
great-grandmother and that her hus­ 
band Boos was the sou of Rahab of 
Jericho, both of these women having 
honorable mention in Matt, i, in which 
chapter David is the only man called 
a king, although the names of many 
kings are gfveu. 
The story of this 
book is a foreshadowing of the time 
when the weary gleaners shall pos­ 
sess the field In that morning when 
God shall help Israel and the meek 
shall inherit the earth (Ps. xlvi, 5, mar­ 
gin; xxxvii, 11; Matt, v, 5). 
Our kins­ 
man Redeemer, the true mighty inau 
of wealth, shall redeem the inheritance 
and deliver the whole creation from 
the bondage of corruption into the 
glorious liberty of the children of God 
(Rom. vili, 21-23). 
“ The kingdom shall 
be the Lord’s” (Obad. 21). 
Some one has outlined the book as 
follows: 
Chapter 
I, 
Ruth 
deciding; 
chapter ii, Ruth gleaning; chapter ill. 
Ruth resting; chapter iv, Ruth reward­ 
ed. 
The lesson assigned us is in the 
first portion, but we must look a little 
at the context 
It looks as if Elimelech aud Naomi 
made a misstep in going to Moab, but 
God overruled It as He does all things 
—to work out His purpose. 
“ Surely 
the wrath of man shall praise Thee; 
the remainder of wrath shalt Thou re­ 
strain” (Ps. lxxvi, 10). 
The loss of her 
husband and two sons in the laud of 
Moab looks to Naomi like a chasten­ 
ing, for she says, “ I went out full, and 
the Lord hath brought me home again 
empty” (verse 21). 
The going out was 
hers; 
the 
bringing 
home 
was 
the 
Lord’s. 
She said* “ The hand of the 
Lord is gone out against me; ♦ * • the 
Lord hath testified against me; the Al­ 
mighty hath dealt very bitterly with 
me, and the Almighty hath afflicted 
me” (verses 13, 20, 21). 
Yet doubtless 
she would afterward* add, “ Before 1 
wa s afflicted I went astray, but now 
have I kept Thy word” (Ps. cxix, 6 7 1. 
The fullness of blessing which came to 
her through Ruth could not have been 
known; unless she had been emptied. 
Broken and emptied vessels are the 
kind the Lord uses. 
The name “ Al­ 
mighty” is suggestive of this, a name 
first used in Gen. xvii, 1, and more 
times in the book of Job than in all 
the rest of the Bible. 
Job, although a 
servant of God, thought a great deal 
of himself (Job xxix), but after lie had 
his eyes opened to see and abhor him 
self he was blessed as never before 
(chapter xlil). 
That Naomi should urge her sous’ 
wives to return to their idolatrous 
homes aud people seems strange when 
she knew the God of Israel to !>e the 
only true „ God, but she was not special­ 
ly joyful in the Lord al>out that time 
and was so lonely herself that she 
seemed to think only of the temporal 
welfare of her daughters in law. 
We 
do not say but that she should at ail 
costs have sought to win the Moabites 
to the true God, but Christians will 
never win people out of the world by 
going down into it and l>elng con 
formed to it. Think how the people of 
Sodom despised Lot w hen he pleaded 
with them. They knew* him too well. 
Naomi's testimony, on 
the 
whole, 
must have been for God rather than 
against Him, else Ruth would never 
have acted or spoken as she did. 
May 
her immortal words be ours as we 
turn to Him who loved us and gave 
Himself for us (verses 16, 17), and 
may we indeed be as devoted to Him 
as she was to Naomi. 
There is an­ 
other gentile who a lwa ys comes be­ 
fore me when I think of Ruth; I mean 
Ittai, the Gittite, who said to David, 
“ As the Lord liveth and as my lord 
the king liveth, surely in what place 
my lord the king shall be, w hether in 
death or life, even there also will thy 
servant be” (II Sam. xv, 21). 
These 
gentiles make us think of two others 
in the gospel story, likewise a man and 
a woman who greatly refreshed our 
Lord by their great falfh. 
The 
words 
“ steadfastly 
minded” 
(verse 18> make us think of Acts vil, 
55; xl, 23; I Cor. xv, 58 , aud work in 
us a great desire to see “ Jesus only” 
and run with patience looking unto 
Him. 
“ So they two went” (verse 19) points 
us to another instance of great devo­ 
tion w hen Elisha refused to leave Elijah 
because he wanted a double portion 
of his spirit (II Kings ii, 1-15), and we 
read. “ So they came; they two went 
on; they two stood; they two went 
over; they still went on and talked.” 
When we desire to be filled with the 
Spirit as much as Elisha did that day 
and see Jesus as intently as he saw 
Elijah, something will aurely coma of 
U to the glory of God.

The book of Ruth. 
Read in the meeting. 
—Ruth ii, 10-20. 
Benjamin Franklin being called upon 
to speak at a meeting of a scientific 
society in Paris, whose members were 
mostly atheists, recited the Bible story 
of Ruth. 
His hearers were charmed 
i with the story. 
One of them wa s so 
! enthusiastic that he wanted to know 
if it were published and, if so, declared 
I that he would like to purchase the 
| book that contained it. 
Franklin an­ 
swered 
that it was published 
and 
when asked where quietly answered, 
“ In a book called the Bible.” This in­ 
cident has other lessons, blit it is also 
a splendid testimonj* to the beauty of 
the story of Ruth as a romance. 
And 
it is one of the most charming of ro­ 
mances, and. moreover, it is true—truth 
stranger (aud even more romantic) 
than fiction. 
The story may be very briefly re­ 
called. 
lu time of famine Elimelech 
and Naomi, husband and wife, with 
their two sons, went down into the 
land of Moab. 
Here the sons both 
married, the wife of one being Orpah 
and that of the other Ruth. 
It so 
happened in course of time that all 
three men died. 
Naomi therefore de­ 
termined to return to Judaea. 
She ad­ 
vised her daughters-in-law* to remain 
In Moab, and Orpah consented to do 
so, kissing her good by. 
But “ Ruth 
| clung to her mother-in-law” and said: 
* “ Entreat me not to leave thee or to 
return from following thee, for whith­ 
er thou goest I will go, and where 
thou lodgest I will lodge. 
Thy people 
shall l» e my people and thy God my 
God. 
Where thou diest will I die, and 
there will I be buried.” 
Naomi could 
not resist such pleading, and Ruth re­ 
turned to her home w*ith her. 
She 
was seut to glean in the fields of Boaz, 
a rich and influential man. and u mu­ 
tual love arose betw*een them. 
Boaz 
took Ruth as his wife, and through 
this marriage she became one of the 
two gentiles who belonged to the an­ 
cestry of our Lord Jesus Christ. 
This is indeed an old love story, but 
oue that in various phases Is frequent­ 
ly fei>eated. 
But, more than this, it is 
an instructive love story. 
(1) It teaches 
that faithfulness is a lwa ys rewarded. 
The faithfulness of Ruth to her mother- 
in-law has seldom l>een equaled, much 
less excelled. But how great was her re­ 
ward! 
She found another husband, a 
better home, a ud was especially honor­ 
ed In being one of those from whom 
the Saviour of the world descended. 
(2) In Ruth’s J ife story we have also 
a beautiful Illustration of self sacri­ 
fice. 
What a renunciation Ruth made 
to accompany Naomi—country, home, 
friends, her gods and her burial place, 
so sacred to orientals! 
But here, too, 
ihe was highly rewarded. 
God al­ 
ways rewards sacrifices made for love, 
and especially for love of Him. 
(3> 
This story reminds us of God's love for 
us. 
Boaz, the rich and powerful, loved 
the humble Ruth. 
God, the eternal 
sovereign God, loves us, though we 
are infinitely inferior to Him. 
Do we 
repay Ilis love? 
Do we love Him In 
return, as Ruth did Boaz, and are w*e 
willing to serve Him?

It is an easy matter to live in this 
God’s world for years and not come 
to any just realization that there is 
any God in it at all. 
Watch the people 
around you, listen to their talk for 
awhile and then say If you think the 
majority act and speak as if God was 
a living reality to them, as if He wa s 
the one only supreme reality. 
To 
come a little closer to the mark, ask 
yourself if you act and speak—nay, if 
in your inner, secret life you do ear­ 
nestly and feelingly grasp it as the 
most momentous fact of your exist­ 
ence—the fact that God is in His 
world. 
In a certain dim, faroff way we do 
believe that all things had a beginning 
aud there must have been a Creator of 
all things. 
In a way that we vainly 
fancy is scientific most of us believe 
in the supreme rulership of the natural 
world by Law. We spell it with a big 
L and half believe we have explained 
something, while all the time we are 
covertly replacing God by this indefi­ 
nite something we call Law, spelled 
with a big L. 
Much of this comes from intellectual 
laziness. 
We are too Indolent to think 
hard and deep ou this ail important 
fact, or on any other, for that matter. 
More of our difficulty comes from a 
dread of knowiug the reality, for a cer- 
talu stubbornness of will resists the 
duty which we instinctively feel would 
come pressingly upon us if once we 
should come face to face with the con­ 
sciousness that God is hell and is rul­ 
ing and calls us to duty in Ills service. 
But God is in Ilis world. This is a 
very solmen, a very momentous fact. 
It is important for us to recognize It. 
No other truth is so Important. Better 
hold still and let this get hold of you, 
get a firm hold. The whole ongoing 
of the world is the result of His being 
here. He is here for a purpose. What 
that is you will hardly discover in the 
columns of the newspaper or the cur­ 
rent magazine. You will be keen eyed 
and quick eared if you catch it in the 
w hirl of business or in the excitement 
of the social circle. 
But He is here 
and for a purpose. And that purpose 
is working all powerfully under all 
business and society and behind aud 
through ail the newspaper and maga­ 
zine world. 
Slowly it may be, surely it certainly 
Is, that His purpose Is w’orklug stead­ 
ily to bring this world to Illmself. 
Ungodly It does seem In a fea rful tie« 
gree, this old w orld of ours, but God is 
in It, and It is lifting into light. The 
leaven Is in it and is working through 
the whole mass.

Fain ceases 
to be evil as we endure for Ilis sake. 
God Is with us. We live in and for
